railways in private hands and allow- 
ing them to earn a net return which 
will enable them to provide the trans- 
portation that the country requires. 


"The ppllcy advocated by some of 


reducing the valuation of the railways 
by arbitrary legislation would be un- 
fair, dishonest and ruinous. It would 
involve confiscation of private prop- 
erty on a scale which never has been 
Approached except in Russia. Since

cate- this policy is, and its ultimate 
•esult probably would be, to force the

The piln- 
lpal complaint regarding freight rates 
comes from the farmers, whose spolcw- 
men claim that the prices of farm 
products are so low in proportion to 
railway rates that the farmers cannot 
ship their products at a profit. What 
aie the facts? 


"From the year 11)06 to the year 


1918 there was no general Increase in 
railway rates in this country. In those 
years, however, the prices of farm 
products increased until in 1918 they 
averaged 190 per c<*nt higher than in 
1906. 
In 1918. under government 


operation of railroads, freight rates 
were advanced 36 per cent. 
The 


prices of farm products kept on going 
up until in 1920 they averaged 200 
per cent higher than In 1906. Then. 
in 1920. when the average price of 
farm products wa-» 200 per cent higher 
than in 1906. there was made an ad- 
vance in rates which made the aver- 
age freight rate about 75 per cent 
higher than in 1906. 


"Just when this last advance in 


railway rates was made the prices of 
farm products suddenly declined until 
they

His sec- 
ond reason was that tho league .pro- 
vides the three essentials of a world 
organization: establishment of perma- 
nent agencies with definite rules of 
procedure, establishment of agencies 
for the peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes; and provision of sanctions, or 
the means of enforcement, these be- 
ing public opinion, the economic boy- 
cott, and military force. 


Hugh Cox, '26, of Lincoln, the sec- 


ond Nebraska speaker, argued that 
the league is a practicable means of 
settling world problems.
